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SULZER GETS BIG PETITION 

TWENTY-SIX THOUSAND NEW YORKERS BE- 
SEECH GOVERNOR TO ENCOURAGE RACING. 

Benefits That Sport Confers on a Community Are Set 
Forth in Document Presented at Albany by 
Committee of Business Men. 



Vlbany. New York. August 1. — A petition with 
wore thun 20.000 signatures asking that racing he 
perinilti-il in ihis state tinder present eouditions lias 
I - eii presented to Governor Sulzer by a eommittee 
«*f business men from New York. Buffalo and Pough- 
keepsie. The signatures include those of capitalists, 
law.ters. physicians. hankers, journalists, mechanics, 
fanners, laborers, business men and others who are 
residents and voters in the State of New York. 
The petition states that there has lieen no illegal 
fra mlding at the Relmont Park track during the 
months of June and July. Tin- governor was askisl 
to encourage those who are conducting tile sport. 

The committee members endeavored to demon- 

strut nelusively for t 1m- governor's editieation that 

racing is a sport attracting wide interest, from 
which the greatest of benefits may lie obtained both 
b\ .-peeia tors and by tin* breeders of horseflesh, and 
that it can la- and has lieen at tin- Belmont Park 
track conducted without one iota of illegality. They 
pointed out that the sport should he encouraged', 
not hindered, and that other and smaller coimuuni- 
tie- tban tlie metropolis are desirous of having race 
meetings in their vicinities. 

The petition follows in full: 

“llis Excellency, the Governor, Hon. William Sill 
zer. Albany. S. Y.: 

"Thoroughbred horse racing in itself is a healthful, 
entertaining pastime, highly important as a means 
to induce the breeding of valuable horseflesh, and 
a stimulus to an industry which In every civilised 
country today receives the careful and iilicral en- 
couragement of the government. 

"While indulged in In the leading nations of 
•Europe tin, mjrhou t t heir respective territories, their 
greatest race courses and most conspicuous racing 
events have rrown about tlielr commercial and 
political centers. There is no capital in Europe 
which does not count among its recognized attrac- 
tions race courses where the honors to he won rank 
with the rewards of the most useful and elevating 
occupations of its citizens. 

"Great racing events punctuate the holidays of 
spring and summer so that in time they have become 
the cause of a vast influx of strangers from every 
part of the surrounding country, as well as from 
foreign lands. 

"These occasions stimulate every branch of trade 
and industry. Those cities which are fortunate 

enough to enjoy a reputation for generous hospi- 
tality and possess the facilities to entertain are 
greatly benefited thereby. 

Pleasure seeking is always accompanied by re- 
galia. dress and festivities. Moving and happy 
throngs in a log community during such holiday 

events crowd transportation lines, till hostelries. 
restaurants and theatres, so that in the end all 
branches of trade receive some benefit and promote 
the cities’ growth. 

"New York in this respect would respond in the 
same manner were it not that it suffers from over- 
zeal on the part of certain citizens in the State of 
New York who have pursued and are now engaged 
in a crusade of persecution against racing under 

the guise of a hunt for the extermination of gamb- 
ling. This is not warranted by the facts as they 

•>xist today. We claim, too. it does not represent 

the majority and thoughtful sentiment of this com- 
munity or of tlie state at large. We register our 
protest against such a policy and petition Your Ex- 
cellency. as governor, to not only countenance but 
encourage this worthy s|»ort and entertainment, lead- 
ing its it does to such vast benefits to the first city 
of the state, as well as to others who may enjoy 
racing in their respective neighborhoods. Those who 
are conducting the races now in progress on Long 
Island have proved to our satisfaction and. we feel, 
to that of the public as well, that racing can lie and 
K to lie conducted as the law prescribes and that 
illegal gambling is not permitted.” 

The governor was informed that other equally im- 
pressive petitions in advocacy of the contest of the 
t boron ghh red are in process of preparation.

FAVORITES GET THE MONEY 

FIRST CHOICES ACCOUNT FOR FIVE OF SEVEN 
RACES AT HAMILTON. 

Ten Point Shows a Return of His Good Form in Win- 
ning Handicap in Which He Makes Weight Con- 
cessions and Runs Three-Quarters in 1:12. 



Hamilton, Ont.. August 1. — Form was excep- 
tionally well observed here this afternoon, five 
of tlie seven races being won by the favorites. 
Three of them were at odds-on. Small fields went 
to the post in the majority of the races and most 
of tin- winners hail plenty to spare at the finish. 
A. L. Aste's Ten Point showed it return to his 
good form when he accounted for the day’s feature, 
tlie Niagara Handicap. lie scored in runaway 
fashion. The conditions called for a dash of three- 
qurters of a mile and Ten Point was conceding 
weight to everything in the race. He ran tlie dis- 
tance in 1:12. Goos*. was substituted for Gross as 
Ten Point's rider, and tlie horse left the post witli 
his usual dash of early speed. Donerail. tlie horse 
that heat Ten Point 111 ihe Kentucky Derby, won 
the secondary feature, the Bayview Purse, an al- 
lowance affair at one mile and an eighth. Like 
Ten Point. Dom-rail led from the start and was 
never headed. 

There was only one run-up during the after- 
noon. which came after Rash won the seventh race. 
He was entered to be sold for $400. and Sant 
Louis hid him to $705. at which figure be was 
retained. 

The stewards of tlie Canadian Racing Associations 
met this morning and passed on several eases left 
over from tlie previous meeting. Andy Malone and 
his horse Carlton G. were restored to good stand- 
ing. The suspension against jockey Montour was 
also lifted so far as J. B. Respess was concerned. 
Respess purchased the contract on the lad on Satur- 
day last, only to be informed a few hours after flip 
sale that tlie hoy hail been suspended. The officials 
were satisfied that Montour was finally in good 
hands, which accounted for theig action 'at today's 
meeting. J. W. Hedrick, who was suspended for 
harboring tlie rnled-off trainer. F. IV. Sebelke, was 
also restored to favor. A fine of $50 was imposed 
on Hedrick as a reminder that he should pay more 
attention to the rules in future. The rule 
regarding claiming was also revised to read as fol- 
lows: "Resolved that all horses claimed in seling 

races shall remain the property of claimant for a 
period of thirty days and that such horse shall 
wholly he trained and managed in every way by his 
new owner and any infraction of this rule will re- 
sult in the suspension of both horse and owner." 

Charles Harris, better known as “Chinatown 
Charlie," whose bankroll was reported as having 
been stolen from the clerk of the Brandt Hotel, 
at Burlington Beach, is rejoicing in the return of 
the money, which was restored to hint this morn 
ing by Provincial detectives. The hotel clerk, after 
lieiug put on the rack, confessed that he had hidden 
the money in the hotel garden and that the reported 
assault was only a blind to throw the police off 
the scent. 

Prince Fonso, while being worked over the Duf- 
ferin Park track this morning, is reported to have 
broken down. 

Starter James Milton was a visitor at Hamilton 
this afternoon, lie left tonight for Montreal, where 
lie will remain several days. 

William Walker anil Janies Johnston will send 
their horses from here to the Dufferiu Park half 
mile track in Toronto at the conclusion of the local 
meeting.

Practically all the important person 
ages of the turf have planned to see some <>f the 
racing, at least, and most of them will he here 
for the entire meeting. 

The racing program provides for twenty-five racing 
days, every day in the week, winding up 011 
August 30. Twenty-nine stakes, including many 
historic features, will be run and. judging bv the 
class of horses engaged in them, the best racing 
of tlie year should he seen. 

Tomorrow’s card is made up of the valuable Sara- 
toga Handicap, the Flash Stakes, the Sbilietali 
Steeplechase, two selling races and a race for two- 
year-old maidens. The fields are naturally smaller 
than will be the rule later on, when more horses 
will have arrived. 

While tlie Saratoga Handicap 'will tie the chief 
offering from a monetary and historic standiioint. 
it will he overshadowed in interest by the Flash 
Stakes, in which Old Rosebud, champion two-year 
old of tlie west, is asked to make considerable con- 
cessions of weight to Stromboli am) other good east 
ern juveniles. No horse is attracting more attention 
in the east than Old Rosebud, with his splendid 
record of ten firsts out of twelve starts. In spile 
of the weight eon cessions tliar lie is asked to make, 
he will rule an overwhelming favorite in the hotting.
